It seems that the Athletic Depart- 


ment has decided not to issue the 
usual coupon tickets covering the 
year's athletic activities. These cou- 
pon tickets, issued in a limited num- 
ber to students kenly interested nn 
athletics, have always been most 
her to students keenly interested in 
terest in athletics and to assure sup- 
port in the form of attendance at the 
athletic events which are not so 
generally popular as football and 
basketball. 


It is safe to assume that tho ab- 


sence of the thkets will not mater- 
ially affect the attendance nt foot- 
ball and basketball games, but will 
undoubtedly decrease the attendance 
at other events, such as track and 
baseball. No sport thrives without 
lupport from the student body, and 
the fact that the coupon tickets gain. 
support for the less popular sports 
n-ould alone justify their existence, 
If Wisconsin is to have creditable 
teams in all 
lines of athletics MI 


v.-hich there is conference competi- 
tion. 


The fact that some few complained 


because they did not get quite the 
seats they wished on their coupons 
is not a reason for discontinuing the 
tickets for the thousand in the Uni- 
versity who desire them. Let the dis- 
satisfied buy their tickets any way 
they wish. It is never possible to 
satisfy everyone. 


It appears that the best interests 


of athletics in the university would 
ae furthered by the issuing of the 
roupon tickets. If the students, and 
their publication, the Cardinal, sig- 
nify n desire, for the tickets, it is 
possible that the Athletic Depart- 
ment may yet issue them.

Union building campaign, for the 
purpose of "incraasing the building 
fund from ?.500,000 to $1,000,000, 
will be put under way within the- 
next few weeks with campaigns on 
the University campus and in Dane 
county.

separate committees. 


The campaign on the campus will 


reach students who have entered the 
university since, the former cam- 
paign, and from upperclassmen who 
did not subscribe during the former 
canvass. 
The exact quota for the 


university campaign has not yet 
been announced, but it will likely be 
in the neigMxirhood of $100,000. 


Preliminary plans for the campus 


campaign wore discussed at a meet- 
ing of students: at the university 
club Thursday night under the aus- 
pices of the Union board. Tentative 
plans provide for the- appointment 
of a student chairman' who will be 
the executive head oft large solicit- 
ing committee. It is planned to 
reach every student 
and faculty^ 


member by personal solicitation. 


"A careful study of our memorial 


project'indicates that it will be up 
t'> the university, as represented by 
s-udents, faculty members and em-

5100,000 more in order that the Me- 
morial -building project may be suc- 
cessfully completed," said Dean S.

•'The informal expression'of Judge 


E. Ray Stevens, testing out provi- 
sions of-the "statute, that removal or 
alteration is not required under the 
law, is not expected to be contested 
in -the higher court, when the' for- 
mal decision is made. 


•Although bars could be maintain- 


ed, no liquors could be 'consumed or 
sold over them, and the same re- 
quirement with regard to service at 
:ables'. would be continued. This lat- 
;er requirement is regarded of spe- 
cial importance by the 
prohibition 


commissioner, who testified, before 
Judge Stevens that sale at bars was 
a hindrance often to effective en- 
forcement because of the ease with 
which evidence could be destroyed 
by the 'bar-tender. 


A contest is seen over the licen- 


sing features of the new law. Should 
it be held by Judge Stevens that the 
statute requires all 'places 
selling 


beverages with a perceptible amount 
of alcohol to be licensed, it is said 
that a complicated enforcement sit- 
uation will result. 


Such a decision 'would mean that 


most drug stores and ice-cream par- 
lors would 
'be 
violating the 
law 


through operation without 
license, 


and Prohibition Commissioner Smith 
is im duty bound to prosecute them.

Mr. Ledoux Of New York 


Officialdom Shows Its Usual Cupidity in Handling Problem 


of the Unemployed, 


T 


HE stupidity with which officialdom and the police always 
handle problems growing out of social troubles is again eVi- 


dent in New York. 


A gentleman named Urban Ledoux is stirring New York 


these days. The city is stirred to such an extent that even the 
conservative New York Times ran nearly three columns on the 
fuss started by "Mr. Zero,"—and strange to say, the article 
seemed quite sympathetic with Ledoux. 


Whatever his motives may be, Ledoux has been trying to 


feed the unemployed in New York. To attract attention to the 
problem of unemployment to which no one else seems to have 
given any serious consideration, Ledoux startled the smug east- 
erners by reviving the old time auction block and selling labor- 
ers for a year. 
| 


The other day Ledoux had a crowd of -1.000 people at Bryant 


Park. Instead of permitting these men (none of them showing 
any desire toward violence) to discuss their problems and avail 
themselves of the right of assembly the police charged upon the 
gathering and dispersed the crowd. The police did nothing but 
increase the bitterness of the men. 


Prof. J. F. Crawford of Beloit College, who is no\y in New 


York, was a witness to the big demonstration in Bryant Park. 
He writes as follows to The Capital Times: 


I was witness las: m°-ht of part of a surging struggle 
'between 


crowds of jobless men :;ml tiic Now York city police. Earlier in the 
diy Urbnin Ledoux—"Mr. £oro," \vho recently won fame" in Boston by 
auctioning off unemployed men,—had bought a wagon load of buns, and 
tried to feed thvm to the men. No suth hand-out was permitted by the 
police, who l'o:ced Lodoux to return his buns to the bakery without re- 
payment. In the evening Ledoux tried to hoid an "auction" in Bryant 
i'r.Vk, ia i'ront oi thy City Library, and in the .neighboring streets. The 
police had been hustling aii'l .harrying the crowd all day. I was at Bryant 
Park n little after cloven last night, when the climax came. A hundred 
uniformed men in solid rank marched up ani cleared 
the park. The 


streets were then so full that traffic was blocked for a time. Other re- 
serves weto called, and u iar^e number uf mounted police rode through 
the crowds. They kncvked tneni about without giving any clear indica- 
tion of what they wantvd the crowd to do or any real opportunity to dis- 
pc:'iu. 
When th'e crowd did finally break through and moved north to- 


wr.rd Central Park they were halted ly1 other reserves, yet when they 
stopped they were hu,-.tk'd on again. Through sheer weariness the crowd 
gradually dwindled; by one o'clock only a few score were left. 
This I 


suppose v.'as the aim of the police. But I wonder fhat they really ac- 
complished! In tho main the crowd seemed good natured, and quite free 
Ircjn any wish to be violent. It was the police who did all they could 
to make every jobless man and woman distrustful and bitter. 
It must 


have seemed to these people that, according to 
th-e forces of "law 


and order," it is a crime for a man to leed his neighbor, to air his griev- 
ances, to gather with his 'fellows^ 
The senseless and unnecessary bru- 


tality of the police is enough to cause grave concern. What will happen 
when the cold snap comes, and freezing is added 
to hunger and home- 


lessness ? 


In an interview in the New York Times on the situation 


Mr. Ledoux said: 


Liberty is dying in America, You have seen today that the right of 


assembly and the right to petition have been denied. Freedom' in Amer- 
ica is slowly dying. What hope is there for it? 
Simply that public 


opinion may, in its great common sense, rise and protect these violated 
liberties which are guaranteed 'by the Constitution. 


If New York stands for such things as I have seen today, -what hope 


is there? My God, what will the end be? 
If the conditions that exist 


today continue, and the police act as they have acted today, there will be 
trouble. I do not want trouble. I am trying to avoid it. By getting 
these men off the street corners as I have done before and permitting 
them to talk over things as a safety vulve, I think I have prevented much 
trouble. I nm not an agitator, I' am workinsr for the common good, 
trying to serve those whom nobody else serves. 


The fact that I dislike trouble is the reason that I will not attempt 


to hold the auction. I know the temper of thy men, I have taked wfth 
them._ They told me just what they would do, and I know many would 
tc injured. I have seen the police and 
know their 
temper. I 'know 


there would be a terrific clash and some one would be killed. 


These men in the parks are not dangerous, they are not the kind 


that make trouble. They are weak; they want feod and work. The real 
danger lies along .the water front, where I spent last night. There is the 
place to guard against. Those men are strong, they are sailors, they 
Are-' afraid of nothing. They are the ones to take care of and 
guard 


against. That is what 1 want to do, to help these men so there will be 
no danger to the State, ar,d I say, weighing my words, that as things 
now are there is danger to the State. It is getting cold and it is cold in 
the hearts of some people. 


If the police club is the only remedy New York has for the 


problem raised by Mr. Ledoux then we are indeed poorly equip- 
ped to handle the pressing social problems of the day.
